All three put their shoulders to tho 
whee! and began the task of sorting out 
Tommy’s ald clothes.

BIRICTLY BUSINESS METHODS, 

How has it been done? By intelligence 
and encrgy- and ‘he: application of 
strictly business principles. 

When the wagon-loads of 
stained, and tattered uniforms roll into 
the ‘railway siding in the yard at vavel 
ghey are immediately discharged into the 
Ordnance warehouse, sorted out, cleancd, 
disinfected, renovated and repmired by 
about 140 N.C.’s and men-of the 4.0.D, 
and 500 women. . All bloodstained gar- 
ments amd those too soiled or wom: to 
be serviceable ‘are scrapped and packed 
off to Dewsbury, where as rags they some- 
times fetch as much as £85'a.ton. The 
other things are sent out to cleaning con- 
tractors, and when they come baek the 
women take them in hand and deal with 
them so effectively that they are reissued 
to the men in the field almost’ as good as 
new, ; :

The 
fur-cleaning installation at Javel is said 
to be the biggest in the world, > 

Last. suminer. the staff cleaned and ‘re- 

paired himdreds of thousands of fur 
underconts, leather jerkins, and sheep- 
skin‘lined coats for imotor-car drivers. 
Blankets washed and. mended ran into 
millions, 
- The nature of the economies realised is 
evident from the fact that riding-breeches 
cost 24s, Gd..a pair. They can, ‘however, 
be washed and repaired for 1s, 1d. a pair, 
‘A very considerable saving is effected in 
fur-lined coats also, Nine cleansing 
drums, with a triple. staff, each working 
eight hours at a stretch, clean and dis- 
infect 9,000 jerking or 7,000 fur coats in 
twenty-four honrs, 

The A.O.D, ‘has been: very. fortunate in. 
the female labour required to do its work, 
Whe women are paid 2s, 9d., and thos at 
the sewing machines make us. 3d. .a ‘day. 
I-heard nothing but good of the ouvrierex. 
They are “hard-working, conscientious, 
self-respecting, and cheerful. (As one 
officer said. ‘They do not smoke. they. 
do not driak, and thoy like their work.” 
They aro always neat-and clean. The 
young girls, ing Frenchwomen, are 
inclined to be coquettish, and as I pawed 
through the work-shops I noticed . that 
most of them wore pink, blue, aid green 
-mantillas on their heads, made out. of 
first-field dressings of eterilised § gauze 
found in Tommy’s pockets. These keep
